The minutes also 
recorded Brandt’s acceptance 
of East German Premier’s 
Willia Sfcoph’s invitation for a 
summit between the two 
Germanys, the sources said. 


The disclosure came at a 
news conference summoned by 
federal prosecutor Ludwig 
Martin, who named as the ap- 
parent brains of the ring a

Under interrogation, Mrs, 
Lindner described herself as a 
“citizen of the German Demo- 
cratic Republic” (East Ger- 
many) and protested her inno- 
cence because she carried out 
an assignment for East Ger- 
many “in the interests of 
peace.” 

Martin said Wiedemann 
must have enjoyed a high 
reputation -with, the East Gor- 
man security service, since he 
was invited to dinner several 
times by the head of the in- 
telligence section, . Lt. Gen. 
Markus Wolt.
